The martial airs of the Allies m ing­ 
led with our own national marches 
floated over the battlefield Wednes­ 
day morning as the 
5500 
Regulars 
now encamped here celebrated Inde­ 
pendence Day in 
truly 
impressive 
fashion. Tile six regiments marched 
from their various camps and assem ­ 
bled as two brigades. 
About 
the 
equestrian 
statue 
of 
General Meade were grouped the men 
of the famous Fourth infantry, and 
with them the newly formed Fifty 
Eighth and Fifty Ninth. To the north­ 
west of this assembly were gathered 
the Seventh Infantry, also an old com­ 
mand, and the new Sixtieth and Sixty 
First. Hundreds of recruits who have 
been in the service 
less 
than two 
weeks a l t a r e d in the ranks, some of 
them not yet fully equipped. 
Stirring music by the regimental 
bands, with the Marseillaise specially 
prominent, marked the ofiening of the 
exercises. Then the Declaration of 
Independence was read, 
ufter that 
patriotic American airs were played, 
and the extracts from President Wil­ 
son’s war message with suitable com­ 
ments to the men on the cause for 
which they have enlisted In their 
country’s service. “ The Star Spangled 
Banner” concluded the programs, and 
then came an impressive parade on 
the battlefield avenues. 
The Fourth Band 
led 
the march, 
playing “Swanee River”, “ Dixie” and 
“ Maryland, My Maryland’*. Tile Se­ 
venth played at the other site while 
the three regiments marched to their 
quarters.

wholesale killing off of laying hens 
the last few months. 
This, in view oi the fact that there 
is bound to be a great shortage of 
eggs the next few years, is a great 
mistake and the Department is m ak­ 
ing every effort to stop this wholesale 
waste. 
« a -1 MU 
Sending every hen on the place to 
the butcher or killing off an entire 
Bock of hens for home consumption 
Just a t this time is certainly not good 
sense and is not business-like, not 
to mention of its being highly unpa­ 
triotic in these days of food shortage. 


There are all kinds of hens in the 
average Hoik, good, bad, and indiffer­ 
ent. This is usually true a t this time 
of the year even if they were— as is 
rarely the case—a good even bunch 
cf early pullets last fall. 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture 
ugrees that all hens that have gone 
“stale” bi* marketed at this season, in 
fuct has been urging it for years. But 
urging, that it be done regularly and 
methodically every week or every two 
weeks all summer 
and 
early fall. 
Urging it as good business. For, cer­ 
tainly, if a hen had laid well and has 
earned her owner profit, the thing to 
do is sell her off a t once, promptly, 
she (juits being an earner and changes 
into a boarder. 
Having on feed bills in this man­ 
ner is good horse sense and applies 
with unusual force just a t this time. 


Start in culling by getting rid of 
all the roosters on the place. Let them 
go at once. They are easy to pick. 
Then start in with all hens that have 
manifestly stopped laying. Broodies 
are the first picked. Then all pale 
combed ones and all such that by vari­ 
ous outward signs 
show 
they are 
through laying for the season. Then 
small and undersized hens; then hens 
that have been injured at some time 
or hens you know to have been sick 
in the bad weather of lust winter— 
there is no telling when these will 
be sick aguin. Then the over-fat hens 
—many of these will be an entire loss 
by death when the dog days come. 


But leave alive, keep on the place, 
ult hens that continue to have good 
red combs; that stiff show good vigor­ 
ous appetites and considerable ner­ 
vous energy and ambition; that moult 
late and perhaps even 
lay 
a little 
through the moult. Keep these over 
for the next two years if they can go 
through another summer like above. 
Freeze on to such hens. These are 
the persistent layers and birds that 
will lay as well as a prime, 
early 
hatched pullet. If besides they are of 
good size and correct egg type such 
hens are invaluable as breeding birds. 


On a good many farms where 
the 
hens laid poorly last winter and sta rt­ 
ed late in laying in spring the heavy 
culling will often not have to begin 
I until August. 
But where 
the birds 
have 
been 
pushed 
and 
have laid 
heavily especially on commercial egg 
farms it may be that 25 per cent have 
.already gone stale.
